Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/25/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
patent numbers 6,263,261 and 6,259803 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 312, 345, 377 and 405 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gilbert '594. 

The patent to Gilbert discloses a Roll angle sensor 50 used to determine the 
probability of rollover in processor 30 and tire force vector reducers 40 and 42. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 313-344, 346-376, 378-404 and 406-438 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Gilbert in view of Woywod et al. . 

The patent to Gilbert discloses a tire force reduction device as described above 
and uses various sensors 46, 48 and 50 to input variables into processor 30 to 
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determine when to reduce the tire force vector by application of spray . The reference is 
silent as to how the parameters of the sensors are combined. The patent to Woywod et 
al. discloses in column 6 the use of various sensed parameters yaw rate, transverse 
acceleration, etc. to determine role angle and apply brake vectors. It is well known in the 
art to relate various sensors to determine role angle and the incorporation of such here 
would have been obvious to having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made in order to improve accuracy, as taught by Woywod et al.
